“As of next September you will 
have double sessions, with school 
hours from 7 am to 7 pm. The 
quality of education will be 
seriously hampered.” 

The voters, very seriously, 
explored all angles. Derek Little, 
‘Acting Superintendent of Schools, 
had to explain the differences 
between the Wilmington schools 
and other communities. - He per- 
suaded the voters, but they were 
reluctant 

The voters were against 
luxuries, and against school 


architects, One occasion, when a 
school architect was mentioned, 
brought out a lot of applause for 
the person making the remarks - 
but not for a school architect 

May Quandt discussed the 
problems, “This is middle a mid- 
dle class town,” she declared. We 
don’t need the luxury (of swim- 
ming pools). We can't afford 
them. Let us get along with what 
we have.” 

Mrs. Quandt was well 
applauded. 

Selectman Mike Caira followed 
Mrs, Quandt, in the list of 
speakers.

Mrs. Barbara Hooper, chairman 
of the school committee, who had 
made several speeches during the 
evening, all of which were well 
received, assured Mr. Peterson 
and others that there were ‘no 
frills’ and that any plans 
presented would have options, with 
swimming pools, in any, in such a 
category.

A developer would have to 
have at least 40 - 50 acres of land 
for planned unit development, 
which would virtually be mini-

The Wildcat varsity eleven took

The Town Crier, as is known to its 
readers, has been “dry’’ over the years 
with regard to the licensing of taverns and 
bar rooms. It will continue to be so. 

Wilmington is a town that allows package 
stores. This, in the thinking of many, is suf- 
ficient. It is time to do a little re-thinking. 

‘The town does need a good motel or two 
Persons have proposed putting in motels, 
persons who may have been serious - but 
without liquor priviliges, and perhaps for 
other reasons too, there are none in 
Wilmington. 

It is impossible to have liquor, at func- 
tions in dining rooms or elsewhere, or with 
meals When the chairlady of the 
Republican Committee was feted. a couple 
of years ago, on her retirement, the fune- 
tion had to be held in Burlington 

‘A bride who wishes to sip of champagne, 
at her reception, must go out of town, How 
many parties, in recent years, have been in 
North Reading, or Andover, or elsewhere. 
just because of this reason 

The present situation is a hardship on the 


people 

The laws of the Commonwealth have now 
been changed, to allow the sale of liquor in 
bona-fide restaurants and function rooms. 
On the ballot, Tuesday are two questions, 
10D and 10E. 

The first will re-confirm the voters desire 
to have motels, in Wilmington. It will ap- 
prove the sale of liquors in motel-hotel 
dining rooms, seating at least 99 persons. 

The second question would apply the 
same ground rules to restaurants and func- 
tion halls, with a seating capacity of not 
less than 100 persons. 

Under the severe zoning restrictions of 
Wilmington the Town Meeting will have full 
control over the location and caliber of 
motels, restaurants and function halls. 
Questions 10D and 10E protect Wilmington 
from abuse. 

The Town Crier recommends that the 
voters give a resounding Yes, to both these 
questions. By doing this, there can be 
civilized dining in Wilmington, without bar- 
rooms 


SCHOOL SITES 


Nearly 1000 persons deliberated for 
several hours Monday night on the problem 
of school sites, in the Special Town 
Meeting. As is well known, the voters 
turned down the site north of Salem Street 
and not only turned down but trampled 
heavily on the idea of taking more land 
along Wildwood Street. Tonight the voters 
will probably discuss the questions of these 
two sites all over again 

Several years ago the Planning Board 
was asked about school sites. Professor 
Charles Eliot, consultant, recommended a 
site off Woburn Street, between Lowell 
Street and Wildwood Street. There was 
much to say for the recommendation. ‘The 
site is as large as the present high school 
site plus the controversial lots, at least by 
inspection on the town map. It is not too far 
from the present sewer line at Aveo, and a 
considerable savings could be made in that 
direction. it is also centrally located 
Quite probably the School Committee has 
given the site serious consideration, and 
turned it down for some reason. Perhaps 
someone could tell of that to the 
voters tonight 

A second site which appears to have 
merit is between Chestnut Street and the

Boston & Maine RR, southerly from 
Wilmington Square. 

This site is larger than the one that is 
proposed, north of Salem Street. It is 
probably twice the size of the present high 
school lot, plus the Wildwood Street lots. It 
is centrally located, and there are no homes 
on it. There are four or five owners, if one 
can believe the lines drawn on the town 
maps. 

Part of the land, perhaps 30 to 40%, is to 
be described as wet, but it is not as wet as 
the land northerly of Mr. Corum’s home. 
Over half the acreage of the “Chestnut 
Street area” is high and dry. The old 
Middlesex Canal goes through the middle, 
with its turning pond, known as Taylor's 
Pond 

If the town were to consider this lot, there 
would be both advantages and disadvan- 
tages.

‘A measure of home ruls has been 


returned to Wilmington 
Tewksbury and all towns in 
Massachusetts by the state 
legislature. 


On October 15th, local conserva- 
tion commi: ms became the 
regulatory officials for a 
strengthened Inland and Coastal 
Wetlands Protection Act, com 
monly known as the Hatch Act 

This is a permit type of law 
which requires a person wishing to 
alter a wetlands area, to file a 
Notice of Intent with the local con 
servation commission. This notice 
is to be accompanied by plans of 
the alteration which show in detail 
the anticipated effects on the en- 
vironment 

Copies of this information are 
also filed with the State Dept. of 
Natural Resources and the State 
Dept. of Public Works, A $25 filing 
fee is also required, payable to the 
town. This fee is meant to cover 
the town expenses. 

The Conservation Commission 
must then hold a public hearing on 
the proposed plan within 21 days of 
receipt of the notice. These 
hearings are usually held at the 
Town House, formerly the Mildred 
Rogers School, off Grove Ave. At 
the hearing, the applicant, the 
abuttors and other interested peo- 
ple may give information about the 
project for the commission's con- 
sideration. 

Within 21 days following the 
public hearing, the Conservation 
Commission will send a written 
decision to the applicant which 
states the specific conditions un-

RESIDENTS PROTEST 
GAS TRUCKS 


‘Two west Tewksbury residents 
protested all-night truck service in 
and out of the Lowell Gas Com- 
pany plant on Chapman Road at a 
meeting of the Tewksbury 
selectmen Tuesday night. 

Donald F. Kolesar, of 733 Whip- 
ple Road, and Raymond Maillet of 
728 Whipple Rd., said liquid 
natural gas trucks were going in 
and out of the plant throughout the 
night. They estimated 30 trucks 
entered or left the plant daily. 

Selectman Donald L. Sheehan 
commented that Lowell Gas had 
promised him personally no trucks 
would enter or leave the plant 
between midnight and 6 a.m. 

‘The complaints were referred by 
the board to the Police Depart- 
ment for investigation. 

Kolesar and Maillet, who lead 
residents who oppose reconstruc- 
tion of a propane plant at the facili- 
ty, said they were angry at the 
state Department of Public 
Utilities. 

They noted the DPU failed to 
restrict. the number of liquid 
natural gas trucks going in and out 
of the plant in granting a permit to 
allow reconstruction of the 
propane facility. Lowell Gas, they 
said, contracted this year to supply 
liquid natural gas to Westford, At 
least seven truckloads were 
needed daily to service Westford 
they suggested. 

Selectman Frank Frank A. An- 
tonelli and Sheehan criticized the 
gas company for not providing in- 
formation about the facility that 
company spokesmen promised 
some time ago.

Ladies & Gentlemen 
Fellow Taxpayers 

First, I'd like to say that I'm 
against a completely new high 
school. I am not against an addi- 
tion to the present high school. 
Now I think the time has come for 
us to use a little common sense in 
our procedures for securing 
adequate class rooms for the in- 
crease in the student enrollment. 
T'll attempt to illustrate my point 

First of all, we are now housing 
1,200 students in the present high 
school. So it seems to me that we 
have only to find space for 400 
more students. Do you think that 
this town should build a $13 million 
dollar high school because we need 
to put 400 more students in class 
rooms? I don’t!!! 

In regard to the Salem Street 
location chosen for the high school, 
site costs appear to be tremen- 
dous. First of all, at the present 
high school we have a goodly 
number of students walking, or 
bicycling to school daily. If we are 
to move our high school to Salem 
Street, a larger portion of the stu- 
dent body will have to be bussed. 
This would be an additional cost to 
us yearly. Also busses would have 
to cross two sets of railroad tracks 
to get there. The way the B & Mis 
maintaining their equipment 
today, this could be disasterous 

I had quite an informative talk 
with Don Marginage of Dana 
Perkins & Sons in Reading. They 
are sewer and water engineers. 
don informed me that the state 
code for a septic system for a high 
school is twenty gallons per pupil, 
meaning that we have to have a 
32,000 gallon septic system or its 
equivelant. Don also said that 
when a septic system reaches the 
20,000 gallon size, the state now 
requires a sewerage treatment 
plant, plus the septic system. With 
ideal condition,s ground being dry, 
able to handle the leeching lines, 
etc. low water table, no peat, a 
septic system for our high school 
would be $4.00 to $6.00 per pupil or 
$120,000 to $200,000, and on up ac- 
cording to conditions at the site. 
Just as an example of costs, Don 
installed a septic system at an in- 
dustrial plant where ideal ground 
water and site conditions were 
present. ‘Everything was 
perfect”. The system came to 
$90,000 and the industrial plant 
wasn't nearly as big as our high 
school. By now you've heard of 
most of the other costs for our high 
school. I think it is well to remind 
you at this point, not to be lulled 
into the fact that the state is 
picking up the tab for 65% of the 
high school, including the bonds 
Let me state here and riow that we 
are the taxpayers to the state and 
we are helping to pay the 65 
costs for the Chelmsford High 
School, Burlington High School, 
Brockton High School, Danvers 
High School and others across the 
state. In regard to the Danvers 
High School, the town was about to 
build a $9 million dollar high 
school, when the SBAC and the 
school committee got together and 
decided that with the state picking 
up 65% of the costs, they could get 
many extras or “frills” such as an 
olympic size swimming pool, 
skating rink, ete. So Danvers 
ended up with a $15 million dollar 
high school instead of a $9 million 
dollar school, Which would you 
rather pay 35% of $9 million or 35% 
of $15 million? This will eventual- 
ly be the issue in our case after the 
school committee and the SBAC 
figure out that we can't get along 
without the pools, skating rinks, 
field houses, ete. Watch out for 
this sleeper. We really go for a 
bundle here. 

Further back, I said we ought to 
use a little common sense and I

think I can show you how we can 
get the additional class rooms 
needed by using a little. Before 
doing so, I'd like to say that this 
can be done without taking any 
land whatsoever from our 
Wildwood Street neighbors. Let 
them stay as they are. This should 
save us approximately $171 thou- 
sand dollars. 

First of all, 1 suggest a building 

rogram that will encompass an 
addition to the high school at the 
present location with no land 
takings. Move the Roman House 
and tennis courts for this purpose. 
Go down into the present athletic 
field if necessary to do so, moving 
the present athletic field to the 
Salem Street site, I understand the 
town owns most of this property 
now. Incidentally, the PBC has all 
ready spent some town money for 
test borings at this site. This 
would be a saving to us. also very 
little site preparation costs would 
be involved. We do have a costly 
problem at the present high 
school. This being pumping and 
maintaining the septic system. 
This could be done away with by 
bringing the sewer system now 
terminating at Avco on Woburn 
Street, up Woburn Street to 
Wildwood, up Wildwood into the 
present high school and hoped for 
addition, picking up all residents 
and the Wildwood School enroute, 
saving pumping and septic system 
maintenance in doing so. We 
would also be bringing the sewer 
system into the center of town to 
benefit the whole town. I ask you, 
how many miles away from our 
present sewer system would the 
Salem Street site be? Possible 
some of the costs of this sewer 
extension could be obtained from 
the Federal Government. This, 1 
think, is a common sense approach 
to our high school needs. 

‘The School Committee also men- 
tioned that certain elementary 
class rooms and intermediate 
class rooms will be needed. 1 
quote the PBC. “‘It’s cheaper to 
build elementary and intermediate 
class rooms than high school 
rooms". Let's build the needed 
rooms as additions to the present 
grammar schools, when they are 
needed in a manner we can afford 
and keep our kids in their own 
neighborhoods, eliminating extra 
bussing here too. 

Chris Bachman and myself were 
responsible for bringing into this 
town a registered architect in the 
state of Massachusetts. Any 
school he would build in 
Massachusetts would have to meet 
the Massachusetts school code. 
He is not a “political architect” 
byt a working architect, His work 
would have to pass all state inspec- 
lions, When we were talking of a 
$13.5 million dollar high school, he 
was talking of building a high 
school with air conditioning, meet 
all specifications for $6 to 7.5 
million dollars and covering all our 
needs for a completely new high 
school, Just think what this man 
could save us on an addition to and 
renovations to the present high 
school on the site we now own. 
‘The School Committee may point 
out that the SBAC demands X 
number of square feet per pupil, 
why doesn’t Lowell, Lawrence, 
ete. conform to these rules? We 
would have enough room if the 
playing field were moved.

Wilmington's Town Clerk, Mrs. 
Esther Russell requests that the 
public try to come to the polls ear- 
ly for the Presidential Election, to 
be held in the High School Gym- 
nasium between 6 am and 8 pm on 
Tuesday, November 7th. ‘Those 
arriving early will avoid the possi- 
ble rush hour (6:30 to 8 pm) and 
won't have to wait in line so long. 
Using paper ballots we had (105 
voting booths). Using voting 
machines we have (25) it takes 
less time to vote on the machines, 
but being limited to less machines 
than booths you can see that'we 
are apt to have waiting lines. 

Please study your ballot as 
printed in the paper and posted in 
the entralce hall to the Polls so 
that you do not have to make up 
your mind when in the enclosed 
area of the voting machine, but 
will be prepared to vote at orice 
You are allowed five minutes at 
the machine. If you need help do 
not hesitate to ask for it. 

There are three simple 
operations. 

1. Close the curtains by pulling 
the red handle to the right. ‘The 
voting pointers cannot be moved 
until the curtain is closed. 

2, Pull down the voting pointers 
over the name of each candidate 
for whom you wish to vote. (You 
will see a red cross), Pull down a 
pointer over the ‘‘yes"’ or “no” of 
each question, ‘The machine will 
not permit you to vote for both yes 
and no; nor will % permit you to 
vote for more than the designated 
number of candidates. If you 
change your mind, simply return 
the pointer originally pulled down 
and pull down the one you wish 
Leave the pointers down. ‘The cur- 
tains will not open if a pointer is 
now down, thus a voter cannot lose 
his vote by mistake. 

3. Your vote is registered when 
the curtains are opened, Pull the 
red handle to the left to open the 
curtains. ‘The ballot is secret. As 
the curtain handle is pushed to the 
left, the voting pointers return to 
their original position and the cur- 
tains open.

Farmland Assessment 

Question 1: A "Yes" vote would 
amend the Constitution to permit 
the assessment of farmland on the 
value it has as farmland rather 
than fair market value for any pur- 
pose.

LITTLE CHANGE PLANNED 

IN HEALTH BUDGET 

Few increases were suggested 
by the Tewksbury Board of Health 
Tuesday night in their first 
meeting to plan their 1973 budget 
requests. 

The board authorized chairman 
Everett F. Penney Jr. to ask the 
Personnel Board Wednesday to 
amend the personnel by-law to 
provide for a full-time health 
agent. 

Penney noted until the amend- 
ment was approved, the board 
couldn't take action on a proposed 
salary for the agent. 

The only major changes to the 
health budget agreed upon were 
$2,000 for more sanitary engineer's 
fees. An unexpected number of 
applications for septic system in- 
spections this year resulted in the 
town’s $6,000 budget for the fees 
being used up by September. 

A $400 increase was added to the 
$10,192 spent this year for services 
from the Lowell Visiting Nurses 
Assn. Penney praised the nurses 
for work in clinics and with the 
elderly 

Penney said no increase would 
be needed in the town’s allocation 
toward the SHARE. anti-drug 
organization budget. He said the 
organization had received more 
federal aid this year

t Paul J. McAskill thought

with fight at the polls Tuesday to 
fill the seat of retiring Tewksbury 
state Representative Kevin C. 
Sullivan. 

Inan effort to help vo'=rs choose 
between them, both candidates 
answered on controver- 
sial political issues. This is the 
last in a series of their responses 
to those questions. “‘A" stands for 
Antonelli’s answers and ‘M" 
stands for McAskill’s. 

1. What would you do about the 
state welfare program exclusive of 
turning it over to the federal 
government? 

A - An all-out effore must be 
made to get people to contribute 
for what they are getting. ‘There is 
plenty of work that could be con- 
tributed to every city or town. I 
still feel, however, the federal 
government should take control of 
the program and set rates. 

M - We should give the unfor- 
tunate a way to get off welfare. 
Present laws bind the recipient to 
$30-a-month in maximum ear- 
ings. The accent shouldn't be on 
investigating fradulant cases - 
they've found it costs more to in- 
vestigate them than they cost. I'm 
against federal control, even state 
control. The individual taxpayer 
was better off with local control. 

2 Should divorce laws be made 


more liberal’ 
M - I believe in the “no-fault” 
Form of divorce. If two people 


can’t get along, I see no reason 
why they should drag each other 
through mud to get a divorce. It 
reflects years after on the persons 
involved, and their children are 
victimized. 

A.- Idon't think they should be as 
stringent as they are now. 

3. Is there any specific way, as a 
representative, you feel you could 
help Tewksbury? 

A ~ We've been lacking full 
representation in the past four 
years, and I intend to work full- 
time at the job. I've been involved 
in work with senior citizens, 
recreation, drug abuse and 
economy in town government, and 
intend to continue efforts to solve 
these problems in the legislature. 
‘The main thing is being on the spot 
when something is available for 
the town, and I intend to be there. 

M - More than anything else, our 
people need jobs for the young and 
more wages to call their own. 
Economic conditions in this state 
are poor, and the legislature must 
take at least half the blame. I will 
work for more indastry and jobs in

4. Do you favor putting some 
funds presently used for highways 
into mass transportation? 

M- I think mass transportation 
as it exists in this state is probably 
the biggest single medium of 
wasting taxpayers’ money, and un- 
til it is operated in a more effec- 
tive manner, I would oppose any 
added state funds going into it 

A-- I don't favor doing this. I 
think it is necessary our highways 
be updated, and fear they may 
deteriorate if funds are diverted 
for mass transporta 

$. Do you tavor mur rigid gun 
control iaws in this state? 

A Idon't think firearms should 
be so easily accessable to people, 
which they are. Too many John 
Does who have neighbor trouble go 
out and buy a gun. I’m against 
allowing mail order guns into the 
state, though I'm not against guns 
for hunting and rod and gun club 
activities. 

M - It seems pointless to have 
rigid gun control in one state and 
none in another. — Legislating 
things like this merely adds more 
expense for the taxpayer. — En- 
forcement of these laws would 
only create more government 
jobs, could cost millions of dollars 
and would be worthless. These 
must be national laws, not state. 

6. Do you favor a state rent con- 
trol law? 

M - Every man who invests 
money is entitled to a fair return. 
The only justification for con- 
trolling rents is the state's con- 
trolling taxes, You can't pay more 
taxes without raising rents.
